nedy Valve. The Industrial team sur 
prised the Normal five with an ag- 
gressive, slashing style of play sel- 
dom found in independent circles. The 
Red and Blacks played mediocre ball 
the first half, failing to pass the 
Iball consistently and losing the ad- 
vantagfe on shots. Kennedy used 
every oportunity, playing cautiously 
and snaring the majority of attempted 
heaves. During the halves Coach 
Marvin installed fight into his pro- 
teges and Mansfield staited a bril- 
liant rally stopped only by the Unal' 
whistle. In this period the battle 
waxed so hot there were several in- 
juries and ,«6me knockouts from ex- 
haustion. I 

Mai^ejfield worked through the El- 
^ »ira qpitetet for the majority of l^reir 
ieores. Kennedy possessed 'sirt%ral 
long Steve artists, scoring most of 
their two-pointers in this style. The 
Red and Black used an excellent de- 
fense which Kennedy could not pene- 
trate, but they fell down jheayy on the 
offensive. 

I For Mansfic|)d's basketeers, Sorber 
hung up twelve points on five well- 
timed field goals and a brace of fouls.

The County Superintendent's office 
at Towanda, in co-operation with the 
Mansfield Statfe Normal "School, has 
been conducting a series of tests in 
the rural schools as a part of the re- 
search program of the Pennsylvania 
State Educational Association. The 
tests, which measure Taoth the ability 
and the achievements of the pupils 
thtbuf hout all the grades, were ad- 
ministered by Miss Clara Winans, di- 
rector of Rural Education of the Nor- 
mal School, and the assistant superin- 
depi^ of-the county office.

The library is composed of approx- 
imately fifty well selected books suit- 
able for children in grades one to 
eight. It provides a means of 
bringing the right boek to the tigkt 
child at the right time. The books 
have been selected to cover div^s 
interests in literature and are so . 
graded that the child's reading will 
unconsciously aid in feharacter devel- 
opment and create a fi ne apprecia'i- 
tion of the better books. 

The library is housed in a substan- 
tial cabinet so constructed as to 
serve two purposes, namely, an open 
book shelf while in use in the school 
room, and a closed carrier in trans- 
portation. The teachers assume 
charge of the library during the 
period of time scheduled for her 
schooF which has been set at two 
months. The books are issued for 
home reading once a week and each

child is ^Hviieged to choose the book 
that appeals to him, and rend it at 
home or in spare moments at school. 

The school library is a necessity in 
modern education. - It is impossible 
to prepare students adequately for 
class room work or for life without 
a generous sdpp^ of worthwhile 
books. No school i^ properly equip-; 
ped without a good ^lass room lib- 
rary. Through this traveling library 
the Rurban Clubls pointing the way 
to an enriched life for the country 
child.

, A member of any profession must 
have for his ideal or aim not mone- 
tar y ^ain but socia^ s er3dce>. He 



should censider finance only so far as 

is absolutely necessary to maintain 
his standards of living. 

The need of a professional stan- 
dard may easily be seen' when the 
ignorance of the public concerning 
any profession is taken into consider- 
ation. For instance — ^the doctor may 
give any kind of medicine he chooses 
but nothing except professional ethics 
or liis own sense of honor wiU cause 
him to take the time which is neces- 
sary , to ascertain whether t^at par- 
ticular medicine is the best he can 
give. 

The teaching profession olfers much 
the same problem in that a teacher 
may "get by" with the general pub- 
lic and still not give his^ best to the 
school. , 

Ethical codes are very closely re- 
lilted to- ge ne r a l et hics and really em- 
body only an objmrtive statement of 
those principles which the conscience 
of an etMcal' person would dictate to 
him anyway. 

However, before any ethical code 
can be enforced some limitations or 
reciulirements must be set forth for 
4hose^ho wish to enter the profes- 
sion. First a period of special train- 
ing must be required; second, the per- 
sons who have been trfiined must be 
organized; third, the fS'ofession must 
be stabilized to some extent; fourth, 
the members must be free from, econ- 
omic want. 

When these conditions have been 
met the profession should have arid 
be able to enforce a code. Once the 
code has been made it should^be pub- 
lished, both for the benefit of mem- 
bers of the profession and in order 
that the public may know whether

With the use of several safe- 
ty-pins and infinite care I had three 
weeks wear from the garment. Such, 
you will admit, has i>een -a common 
experience. 

But what of getting your money's 
worth?

eight grades. So long as we are a 
fanning state, we must of necessity 
maintain rural schools, and it Is only 
Jaa* that counta^ chitowi should have 
as well trained teachers as city chil- 
dren, r 

Thejrriter otthis art^eJa_ not at- 
tempting to solve the p^t^Hotrl 
few suggestions may start more saga- 
ciouis minds to thinking on the sub- 
ject. Why can we- -not have a rural 
school or two, as a part of extra-train- 
ing facilities^ that are being, planned 
for next year, such as^we already have 
at Wellsboro? I see no reason why 
such practice could not be worked out 
in an ungraded school, as well as in 
a graded school; and it certainly would 
neater value to the teachers in 
the rural group. I believe there are 
several one-rooRi' schools near enough 
to Mansfield to make this plan possi- 
ble.

they are, you, might say, on a par as 
far asf that service is concerned. The 
selection therefore must be based en- 
tirely on the service and personal 
help each firm is capable of giving. 

'The Carontawan Board made a 

close study of the problem of engrav- 
ing.
